of Sudbury, when express No, 7, en- 
youte to Sault Ste Marie, was derail- 
ed, taking a heavy toll in death and 
injury among the passengers. Details 
of the wreck show it to be the worst 
in the railway history of Canada, with | 
features gruesome and tragic. | 

The express was speeding along with 
a good passenger list when suddenly, 
without warning of any kind, several 
of the cars left the rails and plunged 
down a steep embankment, two of tht) 
ears going into the Spanish River, | 
adding death by drowning to the

Fourteen in Diner. 

Fourteen passengers were enjoying!

Other States Foll@y Ohio's Lead in

Qmaha, Neb., Jan. 21.—The anti- 


meat eating crusade is not worrying 
the great meat packers, according to 
interviews given here today by the 
managers of the great packing houses 
at South Omaha. The reason given 
for not worrying seems to be that 
the farmer, rather than that the pack- 
ers themstives, will feel the effects of 
the boyeott. The packers concede that 
if the movement becomes great 
enough, prices will decrease, but they 
also clam that a reduetion in the 
prices of meats will be accomplished 
by a drop in the prices paid for live 
stock.

EN KILLED IN A 


Nitro-glycerine Exolosion Takes Place 
Near New York—One Hundred 
and Fifty Men Set at Work to 
Rescue the Bodies of the Untor- 
tunate Men at the Tunnel. 


New York, Jan. 21.—lwenty men 
engaged in boring a tunnel through 4 
amall mountain near Cold Springs to 
form a part of an aqueiduct whic 
is to supply water to New York wvity 
from the Croton Dam, were about io 
leave their task this afternoon at four 
o'clock preparatory to setting off nitro- 
glycerine when the explosion, a ter- 
rifie one, occurred. Fifteen were 
ed and five seriously injured. 

After two hours of rapid toil by 160 
men mi to work by Robert K. Ever- 
ett, the foreman, the’ bodies were re- 
ported and taken to the mouth of the 
tunnel which is ten miles south east 
of Fishkil landing. 

The fiiteen dead men were found 
in a heap and the bodies were muti- 
laied beyond identification. The ex- 
plosion oceurred five hundred feet 
from the entrance. Most of the vic- 
tims were young Italians and unmar- 
gied. There were three ‘Amreicans 
among the dead. 

The five who escaped were the only 
ones left to tell how the tragedy oc- 
gurred, From the position they were 
in, they were about to leave the tun- 
nel and had turned toward the en-

hope of removing whatever suspicion 
or alarm may exist in the publie

It is true that the board intended 
to ask the legislature for an amend- 
ment on one or two minor ft 
the constitution of the City 
This was first introduced at a mect- 
ing of the board by a notice of mo.

third of the board would retire each 
year, and some other changes which 
might be found necessary, such as a 
change in the name of the hospita!. 
These propdsed changes were to be 
subinitted to the annual meeting for 
consideration and final action. There 
was absolutely no desire or intention 
on the part of the board to force any 
legislation through without first tiv. 
ing the public an opportunity to ex- 
press their wishes in the matter. 

If there is a desire on the purt of 
some to hand over the control and 
Management of the hospital to the 
city, the public may rest assured that 
there is no member of the board who 
would desire or attempt to prevent 
the fullest discussion on this import. 
int question, and if in the opinion 
of the meeting on Monday, it ‘s 
thought advisable to appoint a com- 
Nission to investigate the whole mat- 
ter and furnish a report, there cou!d 
be no i ground for objection. 

Mr. Candy is probably correct én 
stating that the Provincial govern- 
ment have in view some new legisla- 
tion in connection\with hospitals. It 
is to be hoped that his statement is 
correct for it is well known that the 
present act stands in need of several 
radical changes. 

There is a clause in the present 
constitution which provides that oniy 
inembers in good standing, i. e. suen
